Eisenhower Urges 
Newspapers to Help 
Build Peace, Ruin 
Sov iet’s Propaganda 


NEW YORK, Aprii 22 .P )~ P res- 
ident Eisenhow er 
called 
tonight 
for an Am erican cru sade against 
“the poisonou s propaganda of the 
Soviets” — a cru sade to win world 
peace and avert an age of atomic 
horror. 
The President u rged the nation’s 
new spapers and other news media 
to tak e the lead in a greater effort 
to bu ild a 
“cooperative 
peace" 
while never forgetting that “ag - 
gresison is still a terrible reality.” 
In a m ajor address prepared for 
delivery at a meeting of the A d­ 
vertising Bu reau of the American 
New-spaper Pu blishers Assn., Ei­ 
senhow er cau tioned: 
“Either the nations will bu ild a 
cooperative peace or, one by one, 
they will be forced to accept an 
imposed peace, now sou ght by the 
Com mu nist powers, as it was by 
H itler.” 
H am m ering at tha t point, the 
President added: 
“If this is not to be an age of 
atom ic hysteria and horror, we 
m u st m ak e it the age of interna­ 
tional u nderstanding and coopeta- 
tive peace.” 
Eisenhow er flew 
in 
from 
his 
Georgia vacation headq u arters for 
tonight’s speech, which was broad­ 
cast nationw ide by m ajor televi­ 
sion and radio network s. 
He appealed for a better u nd er­ 
standing betw een the governments 
and the peoples of the free world 
and declared no grou p can be more 
effective in helping to achieve that 
goal than his host organization, the 
pu blishers association. 
The President said 75 per cent 
of all people on earth live u nder 
conditions w here news is censor­ 
ed, 
“Into that vacu u m 
cau sed 
by 
censorship and illiteracy,” he said, 
“pou rs the positive and poisonou s 
propaganda of the Soviets.” He 
added: 
“We live in a small world, and 
only by a cooperative effort of the 
free peoples occu pying im portant 
areas can we bu ild secu rity and 
peace. It is not a q u estion or tu rn­ 
ing the press, radio, television and 
new sreels into media of su gar- 
coated propaganda, ‘selling’ A m er­ 
ica to the Frenchm an, prance to 
the G erm ans, and B ritain to the 
A m erican. 
“It is q u ite different from that. 
. . . For u nderstanding we need 
ihe_ facts and the perspective in 
w hich they fit. 
I am su re that the 
free press in all free cou ntries has 
m ade real progress in this direc­ 
tion. 
“Bu t I think a lot more can. 
and by all m eans shou ld, be done.” 
The President declared the Unit­ 
ed States faces “a grave danger” 
in the Soviet threat and that the 
peril calls for a u nited Am erica 
behind two far-reaching policies: 
“First; 
All ou r efforts m u st be 
bent to the strengthening o^ A m er­ 
ica in dedication 
to 
liberty; 
in 
k now ledge and comprehension; in 
a 
dependable 
prosperity 
widely 
shared; and in adeq u ate m ilitarv 
postu re. 
“Second: This strength m u st be 
devoted to the bu ilding of a co­ 
operative peace among m en.” 
The P resident called for dom es­ 
tic u nity as well as international 
u nderstanding, and he spok e ou t 
against overem phasis of personal 
conflicts in the news. 
Eisenhow ef nam ed 
no 
names 
bu t his speech came ju st a few 
hou rs after the start of the con- 
giessional inq u iry in W ashington 
into the row betw een Sen. M cCar­ 
thy (R-W is) and top A rm v offi­ 
cials. 
“It the fortu nes of the individu al 
su pporting or proposing a m easu re 
become, in ou r pu blic accou nts, as 
im portant as the principle or pu r- 
po.se of the project and its effect 
u pon the nation— then indeed we 
are failing to develop the strength 
that 
u nderstanding 
brings,” 
he 
said. 
“If the day comes v^hen personal 
conflicts are m ore .significant than 
honest debate, then the flame of 
freedom will flick er low indeed.” 
He said that in reporting and 
presenting the news, "We incline 
to persu ade with an attractive la­ 
bel; or to dam n with a contem ptu ­ 
ou s tag,” and then declared: 
“Bu t catchw ords are not infor­ 
mation. 
And, most 
c e r t a i n l y , 
sou nd popu lar ju dgm ents cannot 
be based u pon them .” 
As for telling abroad the tru e 
story of A m erica’s aspirations, Ei­ 
senhow er said the U. S. Inform a­ 
tion Service does a good job of 
cou nteratcing Soviet propaganda.

1. A req u irem ent that you ths 
within the 18-26 year draft brac’Ket 
-—now su bject to tv,^o years’ serv­ 
ice— wou ld tak e only six months of 
active 
du ty. 
Thereafter, 
they 
wou ld be req u ired to attend regu ­ 
lar drills and active training in j 
reserve u nits, inclu ding the Na- j 
tional Gu ard.

2. A req u irem ent that men com- ‘ 
pleting two years or more of ac­ 
tive service w'ou ld attend regu lar 
National G u ard training for most 
of the eight years of service w'hich 
IS now obligated bu t not enforced. 
H annah .said presentation of the

been delayed pending a formal de­ 
cision by Atty. Gen. Browmell that

Constitu tion to req u ire compu lsory I 
service in the reserv'es as w'oll as j 
in the active or regu lar forces.

The Pentagon official said the 
program v/ill be ready “in a m a t­ 
ter of week s,” possibly May 10. 
“Ou r m ilitary potential mu st be 
geared to ou r present day con­ 
ceptions of w^arfare,” he said In 
describing the program as a step 
in line w’ith u p-to-date m.ilitary 
think ing.
